PREMIER BORDEN DELIVERS AN | 


Before a Large Gathering of the Royal Colonial Institute, 
the Premier Defines Canada’s Position on Questions 
Effecting the British Empire 


London.—Right Hon, R. L. Borden, 
made an historic: first speech at a! 
record break'ng gathering of the Roy- 
al Colonial Institute, before a com- 
pany numbering 270, and representa- 
tive of the whole empire. With 
measured dignity Mr. Borden enuncia- 
ted the Canadian policy and deeply 
impressed the many British parlia- 
menturians present, and when he pro- 
nounced emphatically that Canada 
stood for one king, one flag. one em- 
pire and one navy, the cheering was 
vociferous and long continued, The 
applause was renewed when Mr. Bor 
den added that no jot of Cangda’s dear- 
ly won autonomy need be, or should 
be sacrificed. 

Responding to the toast of “Our! 
guest” the premicr, after giving an 
interesting account of marvellous pro- 
gress and development in Canada 
dealt with more important questions. | 

We have the mandate of the Can- 
adian people to discuss some matters 
of great imperial concern. In ad- 
vance of the discussion it is not to be 
expected that I should make tonight 
any announcement as to our co-oper- 
ation ‘n naval defence. One or two 
declarations which were made many 
times in Canada may perhapc be re- 
peated with advantage. 

It is a saying that the Naval su- 
premacy of the Empire is the very 
breath of its life, without which it 
cannot possibly endure. It has also|

SIR DONALD MANN ON DEFENSE

with Sir Donald Mann. 

His conclusions may 
ized under three heads: 

1.—What Canada ought to do in pre- 
sent emergency. 

2—What form a permanent policy 
should take. 

3.—And how it can be arranged for 
Canad:. to have a voice in Imperial 
councils. 

Under the first head, Sir Donald 
would have Canada make an immed- 
fate grant for the construction of a 
number of vessels, as many as the 
admiralty might suggest, these ships 
to comprise a Canadian squadron 
placed in tho service of the Royal 
Navy. Such an immediate contribu- 
tion he considers necessary in view 
of the strain of Anglo-German rela- 
tions. 

As a permanent policy for Canada 
he says create a fleet to be stationed 
on the Atlantic and Pacific oceans at 
the call of admiralty. 

The construction of dry-docks on 
both coasts, together with establish- 
ment of steel shipbuilding industries 
should go hand in hand with creation 
of fleet units. so that eventually the 
vessels comprising these shall be 
built §: Canada. 

His third suggestion whereby Can- 
ada may have a voice in Imperial 
council is to make the conference a 
permanent organization. 

The perscnnel of such a_ body 
should he considers, always be resi- 
dent in London to advise oversea par- 
liaments on questions of vital import- 
ance to the Empire. 

Borden Impressed by Naval Review

London.— Lord Strathcona, High 
Commissioner for Canada, has re 
ceived intelligence that aa order was 
signed by the minister of agriculture 
at Otawa, cancelling existing 
permits for the importation from the 
United Kingdom of cattle, sheep, oth- 
er ruminants, and swine, with the ex- 
ception of animals actually in ships 
en route to Canada. 

No further permits will be issued 
till the United Kingdom 1s officially 
declared free of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease. 


For Safety at Sea 

Berlin —A conference for the pur- 
pose of drawing up measures of safe- 
ty for sea-going vessels is to be held 
in London in the autumn. Both the 
United States and Germany, which 
took the first initiative in the matter 
have waived their claims. The Ger 
man proposals to be presented to the 
conference will be drafted finally only 
after the, holding of another German 
conference shortly before the meeting 
of the international conference in 
London, 


Fear Car Congestion 


Calgary.—To avoid the car congest- 
jon of last year in the handling of the 
grain crops, the Calgary Board of 
Trade has appointed a committee 
to gather data on the subject which 
will be laid before the Dominion Rail- 
way Commission when that body 
meets in this city July 25.

LESSON 


WI—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR JULY 2), 1912 


Text of the Lesson, Mark iv. 26-32; 
Matt. xiii, 33—-Memory Verses 26- 
22. Golden Text, Matt. vi, 10— 
Commentary Prepared by Rev. D. 
M. Stearns. 

The portior selected froin Mark for 
today’s lesson gives us two parables, 
jE of which, the mustard seed, is 

the third in the regular order in Matt 

xili, while the gradual growth of the 

seed is recorded by Mark only, The 


verse from Matthew concerning the 
leaven is the fourth in the series, ac- 
cording to Matthew, and next week's 


lesson on the wheat and tares is the 
second. We will be betier able to 
summiuarize these first four or five par- 
ables after next week. Concerning 
them it is said, “All these things spake 
Jesus unto the multitude in parables, 
and without a parable spake he not 
unto them,” thus fulfilling Ps. INxvifi, 
2, 3. He spuke the word unto them 
as they were able to hear it, and when 
they were alone He expounded all 
things to His disciples (Matt. xiii, 34. 
35; Mark iv, 83, 34). His repeatedly 
saying, “if any man have ears to hear 
let him hear” (verses 9 and 23), or in 
the Revelation epistles, “He that hath 
an ear let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches.” reminds us 
that many are dull of hearing and 
makes us long for such an anointed 
ear as Samuel had, to whom the Lord 
could whisper things and give him 
messages for others also. The ad- 
monitions, “Take heed what ye hear,” 
and “Take heed how ye hear” (verse 
24; Luke viii, 18), were never more 
needed than now, for false teachers 
and teaching abound everywhere. 
Our lesson title, “The Growth of the 
Kingdom.” {s very misleading, no 
doubt unintentionally, but bad all the 
same It arises from the idea held 
by so many that the kingdom began 
when the Spirit came, in a special 
way and for a special purpose at Pen- 
tecost and has been growing ever 
since, whereas the truth {fs that the 
kingdom then at hand did not come 
and has not yet come, and when it 
does come it will not be gradual, but 
by a great catastrophe. a judgment, 
an overthrow of all enemies, according 
to Isa. xi, 4; xiii, 9-11; xxxiv. 1-2; 
Ixvi. 15, 16; Rev. xix. 19, 20; xx, 1-3. 
What then is the growth now going 
on, a: set forth in these ingdom 
parables His saying when they ask- 
ed Him about the first one, ‘Unto you 
it is given to know the mystery of 
the kingdom of God” (verse 11). The 
kingdom is not growing, but the mys- 
tery more fully described in Eph. fii 
and , elsewhere is growing. The 
church, which !s His body, the elect 
from all nations who are to share 
the Kingdom with Him, growth unto 
an holy temple in the Lord (Eph. ft, 
19-22). The seed of the first parable. 
the word of God, being faithfully sown, 
quiet'y werks according to this first 
parable of today’s lesson, the blade, 
the ear, the full corn in the ear, until 
the h. -vest, which. we shall see in 
next lesson, is the end of the age, The 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thou canst not tell whence it cometh 
or whither it goeth, is a truth on the, 
same Hine, ~~ gogreriNe Be 
The growth of the mustard seed in- 
to a great tree, sheltering the birds of 
the air in its branches or under its 
shadow, sets forth another phase of 
present things. That an herb should 
become a great tree is something 
out of the regular course of things. 
and these birds in the branches cause 
us to remember that in the parable 
of the sower the birds or fowls repre- 
sented the devil (verses 4, 15). If 
in a discourse the speaker uses a fig- 
ure and explains it, then a little later 
uses the same figure. his former ex- 
planation stands. The so called 
church has grown to be a vast some- 
thins very different from what the 
Lord intended it to be, and if in the 
first twelve disciples there was one 
of whom onfLord said. “One of you is 
a devil’ (John vi, 70), we cannot 
doubt but that in the great company 
of those who today are called Christ- 
fans there mav be many who for 
some reason other than the right one 
have taken refuge in the church. 


As to the woman taking three meas- 
ures of meal and leavening it till the 
whole was leavened, fs it not very 
clear that the woman, the church, {3 
doing that very thing, and fn our day 
as never before? From the pass- 
over story of Ex. xil, where they were 
to search for and put away all leaven, 
there is no place in the Bible where 
leaven means anything good, It fs 
always something corrupting, and Ts- 
rael was forbidden to offer it with 
their sacrifice (Lev. {1, 11; vi. 17). 
In Lev. xxill, 15-18. where the church 
is typified by the first fruits, leaven 
was commanded because of the evil 
that the Spirit foresaw would be tn 
those first fruits. but {t was met by 
the sacrifice of the next verse. In 
Amos iv, 5, they were told that offer- 
ing with leaven was just like them 
and their sinful ways. When Sarah 
baked cakes quickly for her visitors 
she took three measures of meal, but 
we are rure that. she had no time to 
use leaven (Gen. aviil, 6). Our Lord 
taught the disciples to beware of the 
leaven, or falee teaching of Pharisees 
and Sadducees (Matt. xvi. 6, 12), and 
the Spirit by Pan! said, let us keep 
the feast with thb unleavened bread 
of sincerity and truth (J Oor. v, 8). 
This age of the mystery of tho king 
dom, the calling out of the church 
while the kingdom is postponed, is 
marvelously set forth in these pare 
bles by Him who knew all.

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HOW THE FARMER WOULD LOSE 
BY A SAMPLE MARKET 


Every day it is becoming more and 
more evident that the most ruinous 
results to the farmers of the West 
would follow the establishment of 
‘sample markets for grain at Winnipeg 
and Fort William. 

As; striking instance of the harm 
that would foliow such a move, was 
brought out at an investigation of the 
traffic congestion on the Canadian 
railways before the Railway Commis- 
sion at Ottawa. In giving their testi- 
mony J. W. Leonard of the C.P.R. 
and W. H. Biggur of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific stated that the congestion was 
very largely owing to their inability 
to secure rolling stock from the man- 
ufacturers as tast as it was required. 
All the car shops are behind hand 
with orders In fact it is impossible 
for the car shops to turn out rolling 
Stock as rapidly as the development 
of the country requires it. In this 
connection it was stated that the di- 
rectors of one company had author. 
ized the expenditure of $19,000,000 in 
rolling stock, but could get no firm to 
fill the orders. 

It will be seen by these statements 
which were uncontradicted, that the 
congestion of traffic and car shortages 
on the railways of the west are owing | 


to the exceedingly rapid development | 
of the country rather than to.the ne. 
glect of the railway companies. And 
this wonderful development is as yet 
only in its early stages, and when it 
is completed how will our transport- 
ation companies be able to handle the 
traffic? The grain congestion of last 
fall was bad enough but with the in- 
creased acreage under cultivation | 
each year the conditions will grow | 
worse as time passes, unless radical | 
measures are taken to prevent it. 

With these facts in view, what can 
be said of the criminal folly of es- | 
tablishing a sample market that will | 
at one stroke take away twenty-five | 
per cent of the cars now available | 
for the grain carrying trade. Before | 
many years pass the grain crop of) 
the west will be over five hundred mil- | 
lion bushels. And when that time 
comes, even providing that the sam- | 
ple market is a qualified success, | 
which is impossible, the twenty-five | 
per cent loss of cars will still be as 
great in proportion as it would be if | 
the sample market were established | 
today. Any intelligent farmer can 
figure out for himself what the loss 
would be to him. were the sample 
market established and the cars de-! 
tained at Winnipeg as they would be 
for from twenty-four to forty-eight | 
hours on every trip, and how much 
wheat would be left in his granary 
that would otherwise be shipped, sold 
and paid for. Remember that it) 
would mean, “under ordinary condi- 
tions, that one bushel out of every 
four is left on his hands at the close 
of navigation. 

And why, In the name of ordinary 
common sense should the farmer be | 
put to this loss and inconvenience? 
There is no reason whatever for he 
stands to lose at every turn. The | 
only persons who could possibly be } 
benefited are the men who would | 
handle the wheat on the sample mark- 
et, and would mix it and fix it so as} 
to bring the most profit to themselves. |

A man with from 25 to 100 head of | 
sheep should use the hand machine, | 
but with larger flocks the power | 
chine is more practical. If one's 
neighbor raise sheep, they can! 
install a power plant with a line shaft 
to run as many machines as they) 
wish with a small gas engine. When | 
shearing time comes they can set a} 
day, collect their flocks and help/| 
each other. I have such a plant in| 
my barn with three machines run 
from a line shaft with a loose pulley, 
so each machine can be operated or! 
stopped independently, as the shear-| 
er wishes, by shifting the belt from | 
the tight to the loose pully. We shear 
with this plant, running three mas-| 
chines, about 200 sheep in a day | 
with the average farm hands. A/| 
quick, strong young man with practice | 
should shear 100 or more, while the | 
expert will turn off 200 with one ma-| 
chine, But the average farm hand, 
to do a nice job, will average about | 
75 a Gay. | 

One of the greatest advantages in 
having a shearing plant with several 
machines is that you shear your 
whole flock in a day, thus getting 
them back to grass with their lambs. 
If you are two or three days shearing 
there is considerable loss to the lamb 
crop from keeping them up. Machine 
sheared sheep also look much better. 
—Southern Agriculturist. |

Bicycles in War 

A correspondent, interested in the | 
hitherto neglected branch of the ser- | 
vice, will be ygratified to learn that 
the authorities are beginning to take 
serious notice of the possibilities in- 
volved in the use of the cycle in’ war. 
A great advance has been made of 
late in its employment for purposes 
of defence at home, in proof of which 
it is only necessary to refer to the 
increase in the number of purely cy- 
cle battalions maintained in the Ter- 
ritorial Force. But above and be- 
yond that is the information contain- 
ed in the new ‘War Establishments,” 
which shows an increase in the num- 
ber of bicycyes in the regular Army; 
and a greater recognition of the mo- 
tor cycle. A. cavalry division has 
now 18 motor cycles and 371 ordin- 
ary bicycles, as against 118 of the 
latter hitherto. All this is very en- 
couraging to those enthusiasts who 
have hitherto met with a somewhat 
cold reception from the Authorities 
in the advocacy of the cycle. But
